A London dispatch aanountes Gas arrival

The ‘Prussians, im ad- 
vanoing, discovered that the loases of the French 
have beén frightful. « Thé official accounts of the 
engagement near Saarbriick received in Berlin 
show the battle to have been of much ‘greater 
importance than at first reported. FROssaRD’s 
corps was dispersed, the camp of one @ivision 
and many magazines were captured, and pris- 
onets by the thonsand were taken, and are still 
hourly being taken. The French have disap- 
peared from all points in front of the 
Prussians. London... dispatches also say 
the losses of the French are beyond 
all estimate: The progress of the Prussians is 
impeded by villages filled with wounded French 
soldiers. The French Seventy-seventh Regi- 
ment, engaged in the fight at Saarbriick, was an- 
nihilated; only four officers. and eighty men re- 
ported after the fight... The . prisoners captured 
are describe as multitudes. All ‘efforts to 
make a stand against the ‘victorious enemy 
‘was ineffectual, and their cavalry ° picked 
up ‘the retreating Frenchmen by the 
score. Wounded correspondents with 
the French armies are beginning to arrive in 
Paris and testify to: the valor of the ‘French 
troops. « The chaplain of Marshal McMinon’s 
corps) wasjkilled in the battlejof Woerth. One cor- 
respondent is stiil missing, No military opera- 
tions, according to Paris accounts, have taken 
place’ since Saturday.’

The dispatches from 
Paris received in London represent the wildest 
excitement as prevailing in and about the Corps 
Legislatif ‘at the séssion of Tuesday night.
